Motorboat owners in the Fox River 
region in Lake county are finding out 
that it is quite a serious matter to vio* 
late the government provisions with re< 
gard to their boats. Within the last 
week or two several owners of boats 
have been fined from $100 to $200 for 
violations. The following lakes are In- 
cluded in the Fox river region: Pista- 
icee bay, iFox lake. Long lake. Petite 
lake, .Grass lake, Lake Marie, Bluff 
lake and Channel lake. 

Following are violations which are 
quite common in the lake region and 
for which several motorboat owners 
have been fined. 

1. Running at night without lights. 

2. Not being properly equipped with 
life preservers. 

3. Not having proper fire extinguish- 
ers, 

4. Not being provided with a whis- 
tle. 

5. Not being provided with a bell. 

Arch McArthur of Waukegan, Unit- 
ed States custom inspector, has made 
several trips into the lake region al- 
readh this spring and has boarded 
many of these small crafts. His re- 
ports have been sent to Washington 
and in cases where he found violations 
the owners of the boat were promptly 
fined. Each of the above named viola- 
tions constitutes a separate offense for 
which a penalty of $100 may be made. 
Thus, if the owner of the boat had 
none of the equippment required by 
the laws he would be subject to a fine 
of $600. 

Most common violation, according 
to inspector McArthur, is that of not 
having proper fire extinguishers. That 
boats are not so equipped is more a 
of carelessness than anything 
be ; else because of a good sized pail of salt 
and sand, labelled "for fire extinguish- 
ing purposes," constitutes a proper ex- 
tinguisher and is passed upon favorably 
by any inspector. This equipment cost 
but a few cents and the failure to. have 
It might cost the boat owner $100. 

The customs inspector paid a visit to 
the lake region lost fall and warned the 
owners of the boats, telling them what 
they might expect. This apparently 
did not suffice, for he found several un* 
prepared when he swooped down 
upon them .the last two or three 
Sundays. 

' The owners of motorboata in Wauke- 
gan all have complied with the govern- 
ment regulations and are perfectly 
safe along this Ime. With regard to 
life preservers the government requires 
.that one life preserver must be'carried 
for every passenger on the boat. Over- 
loading is another violation which is 
subject to penalty. 



Because States Attornes Dady was

The fact that the supervisors are 
thinking of including all previous treas- 
urers and their bondsmen in this friend- 
ly suit, makes. the matter one of wider 
importance and the consensus of opin- 
ion among board members is that 
if Mr. Westerfield is accountable for 
interest on funds and his bondsmen, 
then his predecessors are in the same 
boat, and if the present treasurer is 
holden to the county for interest on his 
funds, then the county l£ entitled to 
recover interest in the former cases. 

When the matter came up Wednes- 
nenday King explained that he had 
been unable to learn how much inter- 
est is paid the county treasurer by 
banks which carry the accounts, but it 
will run from $3,000 to $5,000. 

Maether felt Lake county should 
wait to see how the test cases in Cook 
and other counties terminate before

Discovery at Llbertyville That Checks on 
fence Co. ore rorgeries 

Discoveries that forgeries of checks 
:.of the American Fence company at 
Llbertyville were discovered Monday 
and as a result the company has engag- 
ed Chicago detectives to try to local 
I Frank Clarke and Robert McFarland. 
two workmen, who went to work in the 
factory about ten months ago. 

These men left the factory Friday 
last and were seen in the village as late 
as Wednesday. Since then they have 
not been seen. 

Friday S. D. Zook," supe'^rlntendent of 
the factory, happened to be !n the 
Lake County National bank when the 
company's balance was' overdrawn. 
Zook insisted that it could not De and 
the president produced checks whictj 
the bank had honored. In glancing 
through them Zook found several which 
were not countersigned by him, thiit is, 
the signature under the rubber s'tamp, 
hedecfared were forgeries. Investiga- 
tion showed that someone had/procured 
the stama and had forged bid name to 
checks >lhich already aggregated over 
$300 and it is feared more may be locilt- 
ed. ' 

The bank at once sent the forged 
checks to -Chicago experts who declare 
tliey were such perfect pieces of work 
that they could not distinguish them 
from the originial. 

Inquiry about the city showed that 
Clarke ahd McFarland had cashed the 
company's checks about the place be- 
fore they left and that is what points 
suspicion to them. Chicago detectives 
were told of the forgeries and the men 
are being sought. Both are macbiniaU.

The melon Is a warm Boason crop^ 
ond unless the boII la warm and tho 
weather favorable tho socds will not 
lEormlnalo nor the plants grow. It Is 
theroforo usually unwiao to plant in 
fcdvanco of tho normal season In tho 
nopo of securing an early crop. Oc- 
casionally, such plantings do well, but 
usually tho Btand is poor, nocessltat- 
Ing much replanting, and tho early 
planU which do survive are likely to 
be BO badly stunted by reason of the 
cool weather that they do not mature 
their crop much' in advance of tho 
ater plantlngB which have had tho 

tl °' ^''""" weather from tho 
start. Under normal seasonal condl- 
ttouB. planting can safely begin tho 
first we«k of May in tho southern part 
of the state, about May 15 in tho cen- 
tral part, and May 25 In the northern 
part. UBually planting In all parts of 
the state should be completed before 
June 1st for lato plantings In the 
southern part of tho Btato are likely 
to bo overtaken by excessively hot 
dry weather, and In tho northern part 
of the atato by early froata. 

aielon ground should bo plowed 
early In the spring, or roplowed if It 
was broken In the fall. After plowing. 
It Bhould be thoroughly pulverized by 
tho uso of a disk or harrow, or both 
and then kept in good, friablo condl- 
tlon by occasional working until 
planting time arrives. Shortly before 
planting Is to begln,< tho fleld^ should 
be furrowed out both ways with a 
Bing o-shovel plow or a one-horse 
turning plow. The furrowa should bo 
about ^U Inches deep, and as far 
apart aa the hills are to bo placed, 
on some soils melon vines make only 
a moderate growth and the hllla may 
be planted ns closo as four feet apart 
each way; but on rich soli, where they 
make a Btrongor growth, they should 
bo at least five by Ave. and in aome 
cases six' by bIx.

Indicated, tho rotted manure la ap- 
plied at tho Intersections of the fur- 
rows. Three or flvo rows are usually 
manured at a time, tho wagon strad- 
dllng the middle row. FYom a quart 
to a half peck of manure is used for 
each hill, depending upon tho quality 
of the manure and alao the quantity 
available. Tho manure la dropped 
Into tho bottom of the furrow, and 
either mixed thoroughly with the aoll 
thero, and covered with a layer of 
pure soil In which to plant tho seed 
or Is merely^ covered with tho soil 
without any mixing. Tho latter meth- 



od aeems to give fully aa good reaulta 
aa the former, eapeclally when a 
small quantity of manure la used, and 
Is a great aavlng of labor. In cithor 
case, especial care should bo taken to 
compact tho soil over tho manure ao 
that when the aeed la planted It will 
not Buffer from lack of molaturo by 
reason of any vacant air apace In or 
about the mass of manui-e. Somo- 
tlmea tho manure la covered with aoll 
by merely plowing a furrow on each 
Bldo of tho furrow containing tho ma- 
nure, but unless tho boU ia In exceed- 
ingly fine condition, thia method la 
not as satisfactory aa using a hoe 
and giving each hill Individual atten- 
tion. In making tho hill, some plant- 
era compact tho aoll with tho hoe. 
while others use the! feet Tho ex- 
tent of compacting advisable will de- 
pend upon tho type of soil and tho 
amount of molaturo It containa. When 
ready for planting, the hill should bo 
practically level with the general aur- 
face of tho field. If too low. tho hill 
will become water-aoakcd In caao of 
rain and tho aeeda or planU Injured; 
if too high, thero la likely to bo In- 
Bufiiclont moisture to Inauro proper 
germination and growth. 

If the hills have been made more 
than a few minutes before the seed 
la dropped; tho top layer of dry aoll 
ahould be scraped aside with a hoo, 
BO that the seed may be placed In Im- 
mediate contact wlthniolat soil. The 
area thus prepared for planting tho 
seed ahould be at leaat six inchea 
across, and should bo smooth and 
level. From ten to fifteen seeds 
ahould bo scattered uniformly over 
this area, and covered with about half 
an Inch of fine, moist soil. This should 
be firmed with the back of tho hoo 
and thon covered with a sprinkle of 
loose dirt to servo ns a mulch. If a 
heavy rain packs tho top soil and a 
cruet la formed before tho planta ap- 
pear. It la wise to go over tho field 
and carefully break the crust over 
each hill by means of a garden rake. 
The method of preparing the hllla 
and planting the seed described above 
applies to field rather than garden 
conditions and to boUb of medium 
rather than excessive fertility. In a 
market garden where tho soil la ex- 
ceedingly rich aa a result of repeated 
manuring for onlona or cabbage,' and 
is In fine tilth. It la a common prac- 
tice to BOW the melon seed In drilla 
six to eight feet apart, by means of a 
garden aeed drill. ThIa la done with- 
out any apeclnl preparation of the aoll 
where tho planta are to aUnd,. or ap. 
plication of fertilizing material other 
than manurfi applied broadcaat before 
plowing.

There aro three essential things 
which must be domonatrated to the 
averag-9 bright American farm boy to 
make him stay on the farm; flrat, that 
thero arc on tho whole posalbllltlea 
for as great an Income on tho farm, 
with the aame expenditure of energy 
and brain, aa In other calllnga; aeo 
ond, that farm life may be made atr 
tracUvo and robbed of Ita old-time 
drudgery; and third, that the honors 
to bo attained by tho farmer and the 
recognition given him are aa great as 
In the profeaaloni^ In the city. 

With the increased yields now be- 
ing secured by the moat progressive, 
and tho practice of business methods, 
tho man on a dairy farm may have an 
Income that will enable him to de- 
velop the other two roquirementa.

as a military Implement. Just as the 
aelf-starter has added to the conven- 
Icnce of the up-to-date automobile, a 
similar device la contributing to tUP 
efllclency of the hydroocroplane as 
part of the equipment of a flghUnp. 

With a good self-starter, by 
which the air pilot can set his motor 
going from hiB seat, and with a 
launching apparatus like that devised 
by Captain Chambers, the aircraft will 
be able to assume Its own propulsion 
the Instant It leaves tho runway of the

It Is not enough, however, simply to 
get tho flying machine into tho air; 
the scouting aviator has a lot to at- 
tend to after he Is aloft and sUrted 
upon his mlsfllon. 

Until a short while ago tho air pilot 
had hiB hands dangerously full of 
things to bo manipulated In order to 
sustain hlmsafely In flight, and a mo- 
ment's Inattention was pretty certain 
to Invite trouble If not disaster. He 
had no opportunity to make observa- 
tion of the land beneath him or to 
release bombs Intended to hit a cer- 
tain spot on the landscape below. Tho 
airman therefore needed a companion 
whose duties should be limited to ro- 
connltering and to dropping projec- 
tiles upon the enemy. 

Now It happened that the machines 
used by the Italians In Tripoli were 
not weight carriers, and it was there- 
fore out of the question to support a 
second person In them. Accordingly 
the aviator had to do all the work 
himself, and this explains why bombs 
dropped from aeroplanes so often 
failed to hit their mark. The Italian 
dirigible balloons, on the other hand, 
because they could be maneuvered 
deliberately and could lift a number 
of persons, were succeasful as bomb 
throwers, and what they did showed 
what could be expected of a flying 
machine properiy bulU for military 
work. 

As a result of study a number of 
devices have been developed which 
make It possible now to insure to a 
large degree the automatic control of 
an aeroplane's equilibrium, and other 
apparatus Is being perfected which 
reduces the demands upon the avia- 
tor. Quito apart from the military 
Importance of these later Inventions, 
tho physlftal and nervous stresses 
upon ,the aviator are fewer. These 
have provud so exhausting during the 
war between Italy 'and Turkey thot 
the pilots have become Incapacitated 
after six months of service, and doc- 
tors declare n rest period of at least 
two years Is needful In order to In- 
Buro their recuperation and fitness 
again for duty with the flying squad- 
ron. ■ ' 

Among the helpful apparatus now 
being developed by an, American firm 
Is a gyroscopic device which gives 
promise of success In maintaining tho 
stability of an aeroplane In lllghi. 
captain Chambers 'Is engaged In the 
construction of an aerial compass 
which win not only give directional 
guWance. but will alao compensate 
for the drift or sldewlae movement of 
the nylng machine. 

On the other side of tho Atlantic In- 
strument makerB\ have been working 
away at the some problem with more 
or less success. Tho market supply of 
such apparatus is hot large. That 
there la need of 3uat such an aid to 
aerial navigation Is evidenced by- the 
fact that a German firm was suddenly 
denuded of Us supply by tho demands 
of the war In tho Balkans. It la safe 



proposition than an art eusceptlblo ol 
practical benefits, and this has really 
liurt aviation more than It has helped. 
Speed has appealed pre-eminently to 
racing men and to what may appro- 
priately be termed the nautical aero- 
hata, and In some senses this speed 
has saved more Uvea than It has sac- 
rificed under the hazardous circum- 
stances of Its employment The vic- 
torious Vedrlnes strongly advocate! 
speed on tho score that It makes for 
safety by offsetting or combating more 
saccessfully atmospheric vagaries 
while In flight, but this element of 
high velocity multiplies the hazard or 
the dimculty of alighting as well aa 
Increasing the danger of engine trou- 
ble and shortness of the life of the 
motor. 

For war purposea an aeroplane mo- 
tor should work efflclently at different 
apeeda because varying drive power 
will be needed for dissimilar services. 
A motor of this Bort would lend Itself 
to relatively low speed so that the 
flying machine could return to thfl 
ground much as a veBsel slackens her 
headway when coming up to her dock. 
Captain Chambers has a very definite 
opinion upon this subject, which ha 
explains as foUowa; 

"A weight carrying aeroplane, such 
as a hydroaeroplane, necessarily needs 
a motor with considerable rango of 
speed, and the same kind of motor Is 
needed to reduce tho danger of alight- 
ing. I think aviation would be Im- 
proved If the terms of future speed 
contests were arranged so as to re- 
quire each contestant to go over tho 
course twice— the second time at an 
average speed 20 per cent lower than 
his highest average." 

The layman has heard so much o( 
anti-balloon guns and other weapon! 
for the annihilation of all kinds of air- 
craft that he pictures the flying m* 
chino as being knocked into bits bj 
the precise fire of these weapons. As 
a matter of fact during the war In 
Tripoli the Italian aeroplanes were 
but seldom hit, never disastrously, and 
when up. in the air three thousand feet 
they were not touched at all. Ameri- 
can naval aviators., with their hydro- 
aeroplanes, have proved that it Is en- 
tirely feasible for them to reach this 
height, and so far aa endurance of 
night la concerned, they hold_the rec- 
ord—Lieutenant Towers of the na'ry 
having traveled for six houra ten min- 
utes and twenty seconds In a stand- 
ard navy Curtlas hydroaeroplane. In- 
ventors have developed an aeroplane 
wireless outfit of very moderate 
weight, and with this equipment 
aviators are 6ble to cover a range of 
fifty miles. 

The next naval conflict Is ll^kely to 
find hvdroaoroplanca a feature of the 
esaentlal equipment of all large men-of- 
war, and the flying machine must be 
considered seriously and not as a mere 
fad or a mechanical achievement of no 
material value. In pence-time manou- 
vera the French have clearly shown 
that the aeroplane Is capable of doing 
scout duty of an Important character, 
detecting not only ships upon the wa- 
ter, but the presence of submarlnea 
aupposediy hidden below tho Burface 
of tho sea; and recent oxporlmonts 
with armor piercing bombs— dropped 
from aircraft— have turned a new 
pago In the art of warfare.

*'It Is felt," says this committee, 
"that the moat fitting memorial would 
be a building erected on tho campus oC 
hla Alma Mater at Schenectady, N, Y., 
with lecture halls ond rooms devoted 
to tho studies ho loved, history, poll- 
tlcB, and literature, and the establish- 
ment there In of a John Blgelow. pro- 
fessorship of political science. Tho 
building would be named tho 'John 
Blgelow Memorial Hall,' and would 
stand on tho main avenue of the col- 
lege grounds entered through the gate- 
way erected to the memory of Joha 
Howard Payne, author of 'Home, 
Sweet Home,' a member of tho class 
of 1810 at Union college. 

"The service of John Blgelow to his 
country In the dark days of tho Civil 
war should always bo gratefully re- 
membered. While William H. Seward, 
his fellow-graduate of Union college, 
■was managing brilliantly tho nflalra 
of tho department of state, John Blge- 
low, aa minister to France, was suo- 
coBsful In tho delicate task of main- 
taining our national credit In the 
countries of Europe.

In general terms; this group of cases 
called upon tbo court to decide two 
questions. One was whether tho states 
in tiaaslng maximum freight and two 
• conL passenger laws had unduly In- 
tarforca with interstV-c commerce. 
The other was whether those laws 
confiscated Uio property of the rail- 
roads by requiring them to transact 
business at a loss. 

Iflio group consisted of 45 cases. All 
aroflo out ot legislation enacted by 
state legislature about 1907, or Just 
after tho federal government had 
passed tho Flepburn rate law. The 45 
cusoH concerned directly the. laws in 
six states— Missouri, Minnesota. Ken- 
tnclty, Oregon, Arkansas and West Vir- 
ginia. Similar litigation arose tn Ala- 
bama, Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska, Okla- 
homa and South Dakota. In all, It was 
said that 76 suits In federal courts de- 
pended upon the decision in the 45 
cases boforo the Supremo court 

Tho Minnesota cases arose out of 
suits hy stockholders of the Northern 
Pacific, tho Great Northern and tho 
Minneapolis & St. Ij)uIs railroads 
against Uie companies to enjoin them 
from oboylng tho maximum freight and 
two-cent passenger laws as unconsti- 
tutional* and against tho state ofTlcials 
to unjoin thtjm from enforcing the 
laws.

New York. — Commercialization of 
vice in Now York city Is. described In 
tho first four studies of the aoclal evil 
to be published by the New York bu- 
reau of social hygiene. The book, pub- 
lished by tho Century company. Is en- 
titled "Commercialized Prostitution In 
New York City" and la written by 
George J. Kneolnnd. the chief Investi- 
gator of the bureau. Who was also the 
chief of the workers under the Chi- 
cago vice cpmmisslon. 

Tho report, which la Introduced by 
ft foreword by John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr., Bsya 1G,0OO women of the under- 
world ply their, trade In ono borough 
of New York alone. It acores the low 
dance hall aa a chief cauBO of vice. 
Poverty la given a secondary place aa 
a cauao. Mr. Kneeland holds that of- 
tener women are vlctlma In their Ig- 
norance of the agenta of commercial- 
ized vice. 

"It la Idle." be says, "to explain 
away the phenomena on the ground 
that thoy are the results of tho Inevlt- 
able weakness of' human nature; hu- 
man weakness would demand far few- 
er and lesa horrible Bacrlflcs. 
. "Most of the wreckage and the 
worse of It Is due to perslatent^cun- 
nlng and unprincipled exploitations; 
to tho banding together In famoua en- 
tcrprlacs of madame, procurer, brothel 
keeper and. liquor vender to carry on 
deliberately a cold blooded traffic for 
their Joint profit, a traffic, but It add- 
ed, from which" the girl Involved pro- 
cures at the moat, with few excep- 
tions, her bare subsistence, and that 
only so long as ahe has a trade 
yalue." 

"Proatltutlon 'has become a busl- 
nPBS," Mr. Kneeland wrltee^, "the pro- 
moters of which continually scan the 
field for a location favorable to their 
operatlona, and the field la tho entlro 
civilized world. No legitimate enter- 
prise la more shrewdly managed from 
thla point of view; no variety of trade 
adjusts itself more promptly to condi- 
tions, transferring Its activities from 
ono place to another as opportunities 
contract here and expand there. 

"While koepora of .houaea are also 
procue'rs, there la a group of men who 
devote themBelvea singly to this work. 
These are the typical 'white slavers/ 
who8« trade depends entirely upon the 
existence of houses of proatltutloa. 
The cadet baa not yet developed Into 
a profesBlonal procuer or keeper of 
a houBe. He enters the bualueas when 
he either ruina a young girl for his 
future profit or becomea the lover and 
protector of a prostitute already In the 
bualntssB. 

"Tho women who run houaoa have, 
aa a rule, risen from the ranks. They 
were once atreet walkora or -parlor 
house Inniatea, who poaaoas unuaual 
buslneaa tolenta. They have learned 
tho BcoreU of the trade; they know 
the kind of inn>ates to get and whore 
to get them. They know how. to deal 
with customers and bow -to make 
them spend money. 

"For Boveral yeara thirty |t houBcs 
of proatltutlon In tho tenderloin havfi 
been operated aa a 'combine' under th^ 
direct control of 15 or more men. The 
Individuals in queation have been In 
buBluoaa for ninny yeara In New York 
city aa well aa In other cities, both lu 
thla country and abroad. They , buy 
and Boll BharoB In thoee houses among 
themaelves, and It, Is seldom that an 
outaider, unloas ho bo B relative, can 
break Into the circle and sharo in the

30 Per Cent. Chiefly on. the 

Recent Flooda. 

New York.— Dp to May 8 the first- 
cabin passenger trafiio between this 
port and Europe was 3^7 ahead of tho 
same period In 1912 west-bound and 
138 bookings ahead east-bound. The 
aecond-cabln passenger trafiio ahowed 
an increase of 15,000 west-bound and 
2,434 eaat-bound from Jan. 1 to May 8 
over laat year.'
